These may have importance in the future as disclosing what the government said 
and what it said it had, who had done what for how long, etc. 

I was so surprised at the first radio story that I Can't be sure I remember it. 

But I thought they nwin reference to someone on the "inside" in that one. This could 
be my subsequent interpretation and not wliat was said. It was on CBS radio. Ordinarily, 
late at night, I can get WWL here, but last night I couldn't and tonight we ere 
bnvigg thunderstorms, ao there is no point in trying, lienee, not getting the J.O. 
papers, I do not knov; what is being said there. Generally, items are used locally 
that are not used elsewhere, except where cajor papers liave their own reporters on 
a story*

carry* I have friends in both places who usually send items they think will interest 
me to me.
